Civil Service Examinations 

Applications are now being ac- 
cepted for the 1964 Federal Serv- 
ice Entrance Examination, the U. 
S. Civil Service Commission has 
announced. This examination, op- 
en to college seniors and graduates 
regardless of major study, as well 
as to persons who have had equiv- 
alent experience, offers the oppor- 
tunity to begin a career in the Fed- 
eral service in one of 60 occupational 
fields. These positions are located 
in various Federal agencies both 
in Washington, D. C. and through- 
out the United States. Depending 
on the qualifications of the candi- 
dates, starting salaries for persons 
appointed from ‘this examination 
will be $4,690 and $5,795 a year. A 
written test is required except for 
those candidates who have attain- 
ed a sufficiently high score on the 
Graduate Record Examination Ap- 
titude Test. Applicants who file by 
September 19, 1963 will be scheduled 
for the first written test on October 
12, 1963. Six additional tests have 
been scheduled. The closing date is 
April 14, 1964. 

Management Internships with 
starting salaries of $5,795 and $7,030. 
a year will also be filled from this 
examination. An additional writ- 
ten test is required. Applicants 
for these positions must file by 
January 16, 1964. ; 

Details concerning the require- 
ments, further information about 
the positions to be filled, and in- 
structions on how to apply are 
given in Civil Service Announce- 
ment No. 311. The announcement 
may be obtained from many post 
offices throughout the country, col- 
lege placement offices, Civil Service 
Regional Offices, or from the U.S. 
Civil Service Commission, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 20415. 


The order of finish among the six 
participants in the run-off was the 
same as in the first election, except 
that Dick Pilski edged out Mayor 
Francis White for the fourth spot. 
The margin between the third and 
fourth spot was 61 votes, a wider 
gap than the nine votes that sep- 
arated the two in the previous elec- 
tion. (The votes are given in the 
accompanying box). 

The three winners now join Ed- 
gar Smith and Dave Champion who 
won council seats in the first elec- 
tion as the result of securing an 
absolute majority. The run-off was 
caused by the failure of any other 
candidates to get a majority. 

The new council. will hold an or- 
ganizational meeting on Monday, 
September 30, at which time the new 
mayor will be elected. Although the 
charter is silent on this point, there 
has been a tendency in the past to 
choose the top vote getter as mayor. 
Smith was high man in last week’s 
election by more than 100 votes 
over runner-up Champion. 

W. Waverly Webb, chief of the 
circuit court, will be present to 
swear in the new councilmen.— 

There were relatively few sur- 
prises in the run-off. The winners 
picked up between 50 and 80 more 
votes, with the losing three picking 
up about 25 to 40 more votes. Si- 
monson made the greatest gain 
between the two elections — 7§ 


votes - and White the smallest — 


25 votes. 

The vote has been interpreted as 
a repudiation of the ruling major- 
ity on council. The only incum- 
bent reelected: was Champion who 
during the past two years has sharp- 
ly dissented from the majority on 
several major issues. The newly 
elected councilmen ran on a pro- 
gram of preserving Greenbelt. as 
a residential community, providing 
suitable controls over developers, 
and encouraging citizen participa- 
tion through open council meetings 
and citizen advisory boards. 

The turn-out for the run-off was 
considered exceptionally high. A- 
bout 93 percent of those who voted 
a week ago turned out again -last 
Tuesday. At the last run-off be- 
Bruce Bowman and Sen 
Goldfaden in 1959 — 86 percent of 
the voters in the first election voted 
run-off.

PENSION PLAN

——_frhis latest ietter on the subject 


of the GHI Pension Plan Mr. Wil- 
liam P. Helm states “after reading 
John O'’Reilly’s letter last week, 
one is still faced with the question 
...” Apparently Mr. Helm agrees 
that everything I said was right 
except he still doesn’t believe it. 

In the letter Mr. Helm changes 
his strategy. Since all of his er- 
roneous arguments have been com- 
pletely discredited he gets more 
simple and only makes two claims - 

1. That myself and: other board 
members are against compettive 
bidding. 

2. That if Pension Plan D includ- 
ing a standard rate of labor turn- 
over were submitted for bids, GHI 
svould save money. 

He supports his first claim by 
Stating that I and my “cohorts” 
voted against his motion “that we 
submit Plan D as Specifications for 
Sealed bids from any company that 
wants to bid on it.” Since Mr. 
Helm has correctly quoted the min- 
utes he should have noted that his 
motion said nothing about labor 
turnover, his present claim, or any 
other thing different from the pre- 
sently approved plan. The motion 
was considered a delaying tactic 
and was voted down. 

In order to realize that Mr. Helm 

1. does not know what he is tallk- 

ing about or 

2. is trying to obstruct the pen- 

sion plan or 

3. is trying to put other board 

members in a bad light, or all of 
these, one need only consider that 
the result of Mr. Helm’s second 
claim would be to: 

1. Subject the corporation to high- 
ér premiums later. 

2, Eliminate the benefit guarantee 
by the insurance company. While 
IT have spent many hours studying 
the pension plan (somethin it 
appears Mr. Helm has not done) 
and could discuss these and other 
points at great length, suffice it to 
say that the savings from labor 
turnover will be realized when and 
if turnover cccurs. Also, since 
the employees are contributing vol- 
untarily a large portion of the pre- 
miums it is only fair and just 


that we retain the guaranteed bene- 
fits feature.

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POLITICAL PARTIALITY? . 
To the Editor: 

As a resident of Greenbelt not 
involved in polities nor aspiring to 
be, I feel it is about time to speak 
out. It seems to me that there is 
quite an over-emphasis on politics 
in this city. The partiality that I 
have seen just for the want of a 
political favor can only be described 
as sickening. 


The simple way to prove a case 
in point is to call a spade a spade 
and therefore show at least one 
clear cut case of this partiality. 
I live in 2 Court of Plateau Place 
and have seen a politician’s wife call 
the Greenbelt police department 
concerning the following infractions 
of city ordinances: children playing 
ball on the playground, dogs +run- 
ning unattended and parking vio- 
jations in the court. In all cases 
the police department responded 
and in most cases issued tickets to 
the parties involved. This is the 
‘way that these matters should have 
been handled since these cails. in- 
volved infractions of city ordin- 


ances. 


The complaint here is simply that 
I think and believe that these city 
ordinances should apply to all and 


not just a few. 


Since this time this party has 
acquired a second car and parks 
both cars in court parking spaces. 
At this time at the entrance to 
this court was a sign which plainly 
stated that the parking spaces in 
this court were reserved and en- 
forced by city ordinance. I check- 
ed with the police department and 
found that the spaces for parking 
in this court were assigned ‘on the 
basis of one per home. At this time 
I complained to police chief O’Brien 
that the city ordinance was being 
violated in this manner. 


After waiting a reasonable length 
of time for this violation to be cor- 
rected I went to the police station 
and spoke with chief O’Brien and 
asked him once more to enforce 
this ordinance and correct this vio- 
lation, After speaking with chief 
O’Brien twice and receiving no re- 
sults, I wrote him a letter explaining 
that this violation was continuing. 
Chief O’Brien’s reply to my letter 
stated that he checked this matter 
himself and found no violation. I 
happen to know that he checked this 
matter during the day when one car 
was at work. 

If he had bothered to check al- 
most any resident in this court he 
would have been told that this vio- 
lation did and still does occur. There 
are other residents in this court 
who own two cars, but in every 
other case they park the second 
car outside the court parking spa- 
ces. Since this time our court has 
been resurfaced and parking spaces 
have not been repainted. The sign 
at the entrance to the court still 
reads that the parking spaces are 
reserved by city ordinance. This 
can only mean that city ordinances 
in Greenbelt do not apply to a cho- 
sen few.

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Back Pain In Sports 


Serious, disabling injuries of the 
back are unusual in sports, if you 
have a sound spine to begin with. 


But there are certain people, in 
fact, a good many, who are plagued 
with inborn spinal defects that 
that should rule out football and 
other sports in which there is con- 
Siderable risk of back injury. 


The American Medical Associa- 
tion’s Committee on the Medical As- 
pects of Sports points out that con- 
genital (birth) defects of the spine 
that don’t cause obvious visible 
signs often aren’t recognized in 
childhood. When the boy or girl 
becomes active in athletics, pain 
in the back or spasm of the back 
muscles may appear for the first 
time. 

If there’s a young athlete in your 
family who often turns up with an 
aching back after an afternoon of 
football, don’t take a chance on the 
discomfort stemming from merely 
a strain or sprain. Consult your 
doctor for medical advice as to whe- 
ther football may be dangerous for 
your boy. 


Sneezes and Sniffles 


“Sneezes and Sniffles,” a 10-minute 
color film, shows how youngtsers 
can spread colds and illustrates 
some ways to lessen the risk of 
colds and prevent the spread of 
germs. 

The film describes the symptoms 
of the common cold and advocates 
that children with colds’ should 
stay in bed and keep warm. Since 
colds may affect the sinuses, bron- 
chi or lung's, a doctor should be 
consulted if cold symptoms persist. 

Some of the germ-spreading ha- 
bits shown include sneezing and 
coughing without covering the nose 
and mouth, touching objects which 
have been used to cover a sneeze 
or a cough, wetting fingers with the 
tongue to turn pages, drinking 
from another’s straws or glasses 
and taking bites from another’s 
food. 

Suggestions for building resistanec 
to colds include eating regular, 
well-balanced meals; getting fresh 
air and sufficient exercise without 
over-exerting; washing the hands 
thoroughly; dressing sensibly; sleep- 
ing enough to restore the body’s 
enery - the film recommends ten
